The Freedom of Information Act request you filed with the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency seeking communications with Roberta F. White related to the Ramazzini Institute since

Outlook. I he EPA conducted a search of Microsoft Outlook correspondence for Roberta White, 
and responsive records were located. We arc still in the process of searching for pre-2013 
correspondence. Upon review, portions of the records arc exempt from mandatory disclosure 
pursuant to FOIA Exemptions 5 and 6. which protect the deliberative process, the attorney client 
privilege and attorney work product, and personal privacy. The records are released to you with 
corresponding redactions.
